“Jacknife,” L. V. O’Brien, of Tole- 
do, Ohio, was the leader of a na- 
tional gang of crooks. Two years 
ago Woodward and Ed Mills, local 
gamblers, were heads of the crowd 
that “worked” Atlanta and the 
south. Mills and Woodward fell 
out over the division of $25,000 
fleeced from a Reading, Pa., vic- 
hh and Woodward shot and killed 

s. 

After the killing, Woodward went 
to Toledo, where he operated with 
-“Jacknife,” and after: the shooting 
of Mills was hushed up, he returned 
to Atlanta, leased the Sans Souci 
hotel, 59 1-2 Cone street, and organ- 
ized his own gang, with Smith and 
Ellis as his high-hand men. 

Gleason’s Escape. 

It was at the Sans Souci hotel, 
where he was registered, that “Kit” 
Gleason effected his escape from de- 
tectives following the robbery of 
Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose’s store 
last spring, it is declared. The 
search of officers for the robber of 
the store led to the Sans Souci, and 
here, according to evidence before 
the solicitor, Gleason made a most 
spectacular get-away after he had 
donned woman’s clothes. He has 
never been apprehended. 

It was at the Sans Souci hotel 
that “Jacknife” O’Brien and fifty- 
nine others were “registered” when 
the solicitor made a series of raids 
which cleaned the town. According 
to stories related in the underworld, 
which have been proven true by 
the solicitor, immediately after the 
reading began, “Jacknife”’ O’Brien, 
thought it wise to leave Atlanta. 
A train would be unsafe, and as he 
had a car here, he jumped into it 
and made a record run to Savan- 
nah. He was taken sick on the way 
and when he got to Savannah he 
went to a hospital, where he was 
operated on for appendicitis. From 
this he died. At least that is one 
of the stories told, and Mr. Boykin 
has a letter from the chief of po- 
lice of Toledo stating that L V. 
O’Brien was buried in that city of 
December 4, 1920. 

But there is another story to the 
“Jacknife” ‘whose al-} 
leged exploits of cleverness amuse 
crooks and Keep police in suspense, 
got out of the hospital, bought a 
pauper body and sent it back home 
to his mother to bury. So the ques- 
tion of O'Brien’s death is still in 
the air. 

As for Mrs. Clyde Smith, the pa- 
pers show.that she obtained a ai- 
vorce from C. E. McElroy on De-' 
cember 13, 1906. The safety box 
did not contain the marriage li- 
cense.

To deaden the 
noise of the explosion that was to 
follow, one of the band, evidently 
familiar, with the arrangement of the 
store, sfoended to the third floor, 
where the rug department is locat- 
ed. With him he brought two ori- 
ental rugs, each of considerable val- 
ue. After the hole had been drilled 
and the nitroglycerin placed the 
fuse was ignited and the door of 
the strong box completely hlown 
off. The explosive charge must have 
been a terrific one. 

Yeggs Unhurried. 

Even after the explosion the 
burglars were not apparently in any 
great hurry. At least they paused 
long enough to take several Hud- 
son seal and mole fur coats, which 
were hanging in show cases, These 
furs are valued at about $2,000. 


The loss of the Keely Co. is par- 
tially covered by insurance, which 


was taken out about a year ago 


following a similar robbery of the. 


Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose depart- 
ment store. In fact from the meth- 
ods and implements used, Detectives 
Campbell and Sturdivant, especially 
assigned to the case, are of the 
opinion that the game band of 
cracksmen. operated in both in- 
stances.

EVIVAL OF WA

President Is Said to’ Have 
Expressed the Private 
View That the Bill 
Would Not Afford De- 
sired Relief. 


EMERGENCY TARIFF 
HAS TROUBLE AHEAD 


Embargo on Foreign 
Competition Is Plan Fa- 
vored: by Some of the 
Senate Leaders. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 
Washington, December 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There is grave apprehension 
that President Wilson may veto the 
resolution re-establishing the War 
Finance corporation which - passed 
the senate today and is now ready 
for the president’s approval to be- 
come a law. He will be urged to do 
eo by Secretary Houston, but he is 
known to have expressed the pri- 
vate opinion within the week that 
he did not believe this move would 
affect the farm relief for which it 
was urged. 

If Mr. Wilson should approve the 
measure, however, it is a matter of 
veracity that the secretary of the 
treasury, whose opposition to it is 
pronounced, will. extend the credits 
preposed, he having informed the 
committee that he would enforce the 
spirit of the law if enacted by con- 
gress. 

His authority under the law is 
discretionary, but his word is on 
record. 

There appears a general lack of 
understanding as to what the re- 
establishment of the War Finance 
corporation ‘is proposed to accom- 
*plish. 

Discretionary Power. 

The law creating the same today 
(with the president’s approval) 
gives the corporation, of which the 
secretary of the treasury is ex-offi- 
tio chairman, discretionary powers 
regarding the granting of govern- 
ment loans. Should this corporation 
be restored and money obtained for 
its activities it would be bound un- 
der the law to satisfy itself that 
Iceans made would be repaid, and 
that the government would not suf- 
fer. 

It went out of business and re- 
turned $386,000,000 to the treasury 
because, in the opinion of the tres- 
‘ury authorities, further loans could 
not be safely extended. If*it is re- 
stored the first problem will be to 
get capital. This can be done by 
an appropriation or ‘by issuing 
bonds . 
in the sincere de-

In discussing the situation, Bish- 
op Candler said: 

‘‘Chief Beavers deserves the most unqual- 
ified approval for preventing the Sunday 
performance to which he put a stop in 
obedience to law. 

‘The people of Atlanta are not so de- 
voted to shows, and so indifferent to the 
good cause of the Associated Charities, that 
they cannot be moved to support the lat- 
ter without setting before them the lure 
of the former—at least not the people upon 
whom the Associated Charities must depend 
for support. 

‘‘And the moving picture show which 
some proposed: to hold on Sunday is no bet- 
ter than that which Chief Beavers stopped. 
It is an entering wedge to subvert our Chris- 
tian Sabbath, and for it substitute a day 
of mere amusement—the cheapest sort of 
amusement at that. 

‘This is no time to weaken the restraints 
and enfeeble the inspirations of religion. At 
a time when multitudes are obsessed with 
a mania for amusement, it Is surely not 
best to turn any part the Sabbath to ag- 
gravating this mania. “The market is glut- 
ted with shows, and the streets are crowd- 
ed with pleasure-loving and God-forgetting 
crowds. Is there not enough of this sort 
of thing during the week without pouring 
the tide of folly into Sunday? 

‘That some who back the movement wish 
to overthrow the Christian Sebbath will 
hardly be denied; for this is not their first 
attempt.

MORGAN REGRETS 
BAN ON SUNDAY 
CHARITY CONCERT 


Declaring that the action of Chief 
of Police James L. Beavers in or- 
dering closed the free charity con- 
cert at the Howard theater last 
Sunday was the means of intensi- 
fying suffering among poor peo- 
ple, and scoring those who made a 
fight upon so worthy an event, 8S. 
H. Morgan, Atlanta citizen, has writ- 
ten a card to The Constitution voic- 
ing his regfet over the unfortunate 
matter, 

His card in full follows: 

Editor Constitution: Will you al- 
low me the columns of your paper 
to take issue with Chief Beavers, 
and Mr. Manget (as his letter to the 
chief seems to have been the cause 
for the order against opening the 
Howard theater last Sunday after- 
noon)? Taking the letter of the 
law article first, the ordinance 
passed by the city council in 1917, 
I'll admit, the opening of the How- 
ard on Sunday would have been in 
direct violation of said ordinance in 
one respect. But I claim, under 
certain conditions, this could have 
been eliminated. The main reason 
advanced by Mr. Manget and others 
opposed, is that it opened the way 
for ‘“‘movies” and the other play- 
houses to open up on Sundays un- 
der the guise of “for charitable pur- 
poses.”’ 

As evidence, they mentioned that 
before the ordinance of 1917 was 
passed the “‘movies” had opened, 
agreeing to pay a per centage of 
the voluntary contribution, or re- 
ceipts to charitable purposes and 
that where said contributions and 
receipts had been turned over &to 
the Associated Charities it was 
found the owners of the theaters 
had reserved for themselves the 
larger share of the receipts, and do- 
nated th esmaller part to charity. 


Entirely Different. 


With the Howard, this was to be 
entirely different. Mr. Howard in 
offering his magnificent house for 
so worthy a cause offered it entire- 
ly free, as did the members of his 
excellent orchestra. Lights,’ serv- 
ices of the entire Howard outfit 
were offered free, voluntarily, so 
not one penny out of the contribu- 
tion, which would have been the 
case had the house opened as ad- 
vertised, to go to a single member 
of the Howard troup. Again, it 
was to be a musical concert, not a 
film to be ‘flashed, not a single 
vaudeville act, but a grand musical 
concert, given for one of the great- 
est, worthiest causes—to relieve 
suffering humanity, to brighten 
some sweet, pitiful child’s Christ- 
mas home, to carry cheer and com- 
fort into many a poor, humble 
home, to make glad the hearts of 
Atlanta’s poor! 

This was the worthy object in 
view, and by the plan proposed 
thousands of dollars would have 
been raised, from

Police Defended. 

Referring to rumors of “crooked” 
and “rotten,” as applied to the police 
force, the report says: 

“These and similar opinions have 
been expressed by various. parties 
from time to time, but we believe 
that they were either so uninformed 
as to be unable to give an intelli- 
gent opinion or so prejudiced as to 
be unable to give a reliable one, 

“The nature of a police offjcer’s 
duty necessarily brings him into 
contact with violators of the law 
of all degrees, -both casual and ha- 
bitual. The fearless discharge of 
that duty necessarily arouses the 
enmity of the person or_ persons 
against whom it is directed, It fre- 
quently happens that these persons 
are professional and habitual crim- 
inals, who make their livelihood by 
preying on the law-abiding element 
in the community. They are _ re- 
soeurceful, unscrupulous, vindictive, 
desperate. That their fury should 
be directed against the representa- 
tives of the law who pursue, prose- 


{cute and convict them and destroy 


their business, is but natural.” 
Allusion to Gambling. 
Continuing, the committee stated 
that some instances of derelictions 
of duty, over-zealousness and im- 
prudence on the part of individual 
officers, had been brought to its at- 
tention. ‘““‘While the committee does 


not in any sense excuse any of) 
these,” said the report, “we realize 
that in a large body of men, num- 
bering approximately three hundred, 
it is impossible that such instances 
should not occasionally occur; but 
we assert with confidence that we 
believe such things are rare in our 
police department, and can and will 
be dealt with by the board of po- 
lice commissioners.

FOR DISARMAMENT. 

The news reports that have been 
coming from Marion, Ohio, during 
the last few days, to the effect 
that President-elect Harding has 
repeatedly declared himself to be 
in favor of international disarma- 
ment, are most encouraging. 

Let us hope these dispatches 
truly interpret the trend of the 
next president’s thoughts on this 
matter, which is one of tremen- 
dous importance in its bearing 
upon the present as well as future 


generations. 

Mr. Harding himself has not 
stated his position, but the dis- 
patches of the various news-gath- 
ering agencies all indicate that he 
is thinking seriously along this 
line; which fact alone affords 
grounds for a feeling of reassur- 
ance that when he becomes presi- 
dent he may be expected to sup- 
port a movement for world-wide 
disarmament on land and on the 
sea, ; 

One thing is certain, and that is 
that so long as the nations of the 
world continue building battleships 
and increasing armies for fighting 
the war hazard will continue. 
And so long as one nation exerts 
its efforts to excel its neighbors in 
the matter of armament, other na- 
tions may be expected, in sheer 
self-defense, if for no other reason, 
to do the same thing. 

The Japanese representative at 
the league of nations council said 
a few days ago, when the question 
of disarmament was under discus- 
sion, that his country could not be 
expected to discontinue the in- 
crease of its army and navy s0 
long as the United States was go- 
ing ahead adding to its fighting 
strength; and his position was 
logical and correct. 

The same principle applies to 
all nations; and for that reason 
all nations must continue building 
for destruction, so long as one of 
them does; and the end will be 
universal bankruptcy. 

The tendency of the whole busi- 
ness is backward—toward the feu- 
dal system, and, more remote in 
the past, toward the stone age, 
when physical might was the only 
standard of right! 

It is to be hoped that by the time 
Mr. Harding becomes president he 
will have evolved a concrete plan 
for a movement for univer- 
sal armament reduction —call it 
“league,” “agreement,” “associa- 
tion,” or what you will! 

In working to that end the new 
president will be entitled to the 
commendation and _ support of 
every peace-loving citizen of the 
country, regardless of partisan 
affiliation.

Editor Constitution: 1 want to 
know briefly what are the bank- 
ruptcy laws of the United States; 
also what constitutes insolvency. 
Kindly explain this in everyday 
terms so that it may be readily un- 


derstood. Yours very truly, 
J. GRAHAM HIGGINS. 


The federal bankruptcy act of 
1898, amended in 1910, provides that 
“any party except a municipal, rail- 
road, insurance or banking corpora- 
tion shal: be entitle& to the benefits 
of the act as a voluntary bankrupt,” 
and that “any natural person, except 


Co.umMn 


chiefly in farming, any unincorpo- 
rated company, and any moneyed 
business or commercial corporation, 
except a municipal, railroad, insur- 
ance or banking corporation,” owing 
debts to the amount of $1,000 or 
over, may be adjudicated an invol- 
untary bankrupt. 

When filing a voluntary petition, 
the petitioner is required to give 


the names and addresses of all his 
creditors, and the amount owed to 
each. A homestead exemption of 
$1,600 may be made in this state by 
a man with dependents. A party 
is insolvent when his liabilities ex- 
ceed his unexempted assets, 


An involuntary petition must be 
brought by three creditors of the 
alleged bankrupt, whose combined 


claims exceed $500, and the creditors 
must allege that the total indebt- 
edness of the respondent exceed 
$1,000. A violation of the bank- 
ruptcy act must also be alleged, as, 
for instance, preference of one cred- 
itor over another while insolvent. 

This information was furnished 
The Constitution through the cour- 
tesy of Fred L. Beers, of the Unit- 
ed States district court.

Madd va Talks of Organization M eeting 
Of Federal International Banking Co. 


Robert F. Maddox, president of 
the Atlanta National bank and 
chairman of the campaign commit- 
tee which was 8o successful in rais- 
ing the subscriptions to the stock 
of the Federal International Bank- 
ing company, . returned yesterday 
from New Orleans. 

Mr. Maddox stated that the organ- 
ization meeting was satisfactory in 
every way, and when the stock sub- 
scriptions. were received it was 
found that the capital stock of $6,- 
000,000, which was the amount set 
to be raised, had been oversub- 
scribed by $1,000,000 and the bank 
was therefore organized with $7,- 
000,000 capital stock. 

Holling N. Randolph, of Atlanta, 
whose services had been engaged by 
the. committee to prepare all of the 
necessary papers, was presented, 
and outlined the steps to be taken 
in order to submit the application 
for charter to the federal reserve 
board in Washington as required 
by the federal reserve act. 

The articles of association and 
the application for charter was 
properly signed and these papers 
are now on their way to Washing- 
ton. : 

A call was issued for 4 meeting 
of the stockholders of the new bank 
to be held in New Orleans, January 
7, by which time it is hoped the 
charter will be, approved in Wash- 
ington and the stockholder? can 
formally elect the board of direct- 
ors, who will in turn elect the of- 
ficers for the ensuing year and the 
bank will be prepared to Iimmedi- 
ately begin business. A board of 
fifteen bankers,. representing nine 
southern states, were nominated, and 
their flames will be submitted at 
the stockholders’ meeting. On _ac- 
count of Georgia’s large subscrip- 
tion, which amounted to $1,400,000, 
it was decided that Georgia was 
entitled to another director on the 
board, and John K. Ottley, of At- 
lanta, was unanimously elected. The 
other directors for Georgia being 
Mills B. Lane, of Savannah, and 
Robert F. Maddox. 

Proxies will be sent out to all of 
the stockholders and a call for 25 
per cent cash payment will be made, 
it being understood that the checks 
for this first payment will not be 
used until the formal organization 
on January 7. The remainder of the 
capital stock will be called as 
needed. 

Maddox Talks of Meeting. 

Of the meeting, Mr. Maddox said 

yesterday: ‘The oversubscription 


to the capital stock in this south- 
ern enterprise by southern banks 


was very gratifying to all of those 
-interested in the organization of 
the new institution, which is des- 
tined to pay an important part in 
the development of southern ex- 
ports for years to come. 

“Considering the fact that it was 
just a little more than a month ago 
when it was decided to organize 
this international bank, and since 
that day nearly 1,500 southern 
Danks, representing nine southern 
states have decided to co-operate in 
this movement and have pledged 
stock subscriptions amounting to 
$7,000,000, has demonstrated that 
the south is financially able and 
determined by co-operation to pro- 
tect the intcrest of this section. 

“Several of the state chairmen of 
the campaign committee reported 
that there would be a number of 
subscriptions to the capital stock 
which would be available and which 
would still come in, and it was de- 
cided to leave open the subscription 
books until January 7, when it was 
believed that the capital stock 
would be further increased. It avas 
thought by ‘all that the larger the 
capital stock the greater would be 
the benefits of the bank. 

“Several letters have béen receiv- 
ed from representatives of cotton 
mills in central Europe, who are 
anxious to purchase cotton on long 
time credits, and these are being 
carefully investigated with the hope 
that some business may be devel- 
oped as soon as the bank is for- 
mally in a position to do business. 

“It was the general impression 
among the bankers present that 
notwithstanding the severe decline 
in cotton the south would be able 
to successfully withstand the de- 
flation and readjustinent of values, 
which is general all over he United 
States and in fact all over the 
world. 

“It was believed that there would 
necessarily be a large reduction in 
the acreage of cotton the coming 
year, and that with the rapid de- 
velopment of the diversification of 
crops in the south and the increas- 
ing number of high grade live stock 
introduced in the south, this section 
would in a reasonably short time 
again merit the prestige which it 
recently enjoyed. 

“With economy in governmental 
affairs, thrift among our people and 

e unlimited resources of the 
United States there iS every rea- 
s:.n to believe that the coming year 
will bring better times, and we 
will still be the foremost nation in 


the world.”

The 
cases of Mrs. Iona Henry and Er- 
nest Hopson are very nearly iden- 
tical with Mrs. Elmer's. 

i Motion to Dismiss Denied. 

Immediately upon the resting of 
the state's case today the defense 
offered a motion that the four de- 
fendants be discharged on the 
grounds of insufficient evidence to 
warrant their being held. Judge 
Matthews ruled that there was no 
such thing as a “non-suit” in a 
criminal case, and that he could 
not consider such a motion until the 
defense had closed. 

The defense then proceeded to 
call witnesses, the first being Dr. 
Charles C. Harrold, who performed 
the operation upon Shepard at a 
Macon hospital. Dr. Harrold’s tes- 
timony was to the effect that in his 
opinion Fred Shepard died of peri- 
tonitis inguced by unknown causes. 

In the cross-examination his ad- 


missions were of such a nature as 
to evidently please the prosecution. 
Dr. Little’s Testimony. 

Dr. C. H. Richardson was called 
by the defense and testiffd much 
as' had Dr. Harrold, though his 
testimony was confined to hypothet- 
ical cases. Dr. W. J. Little was 
characterized as a good witness for 
the defense. He declared that he 
had never heard of a case of peri- 
tonitis caused by mercuric poison- 
ing; that he knew of deaths from 
calomel; and that calomel will 
change into bichloride of mercury 
after entering the human system. 

The state introduced as evidence a 
number of certified copies of pa- 
pers among which was the affida- 
vit for warrant sworn to by Dr. F. 
Eugene Elmer, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
against Mrs.-Cutts for using threat- 
ening language toward himself and 
Mrs. Elmer. 

Collapse of Mrs. Elmer. 

After a lengthy day of argument 
about and description of the physi- 
cal effects and suffering resulting 
from bichloride of mercury poison- 
ing Mrs. Elmer hurriedly left the 
courtroom and collapsed in a faint 
just outside. When she returned | 
her face was of a nasty -pallor, 
and she exhibited symptoms of ex- 
treme nervousness. * 

Seven New Witnesses. ; 

The court was seated at 10:30 
o’clock this morning. There was 
not a vacant seat in the room and 
ali available standing room was oc- 
cupied. 

The solicitor general called the 
names of seven new witnesses, J. 
D. Roberts, deputy sheriff of Wil- 
cox county, who arrested Mrs. Cutts; 
John Rolan, taxi driver who brought 
Mrs. Cutts from Fitzgerald to Ma- 
con; Fred W. Ewing, C. T. Shep- 
ard, J. M. Johnson, W. B. White, 
marshal of Perry, and T. O. Chap- 
man, sheriff-elect of Heuston coun- 
ty. Only two of these witnesses 
were present. 

Mr. White was placed on the stand 
and testified that on September 15, 
1920, Ernest Hopson had come to 
him saying that he had lost Lib- 
erty bonds, drafts and cash amount- 
ing to more than $2,000, and offer- 
ing $200 for their recovery.

Following a 15-minute recess for 
conference purposes the defense be- 
gan its attack upon the prosecu- 
tions through expert testimony by 
placing Dr. Charles C. Harrold upon 
the stand. Dr. Harrold testified 
that he operated on Frederick D. 
Shepard the night of May 30, 1920, 
after a diagnosis of peritonitis with 
resultant locking of bowels. 

Hé stated that he, Shepard, did 
not die from poison, in his opinion, 
but fronr peritonitis and paralysis 
of small intestines; further, he said, 
that he had never heard of a case 
of peritonitis similar to Shepard's 
caused by mercuric poisoning. The 
witnesses testified that calomel will 
change to mercuric salt after en- 
trance into the human system, and 
that a “fifth of a grain” found only 
in the intestines, might come from 
calomel or from a dose of mercuric 
poisoning, and that it would be im- 
possible to determine which. 

Foundation of Defense Laid. 

The defense here laid the founda- 
tion for later proog that Shepard 
contracted the strepococcus germ 
from his wife during her attack of 
“flu,” which resulted in secondary 
peritonitis. .Cross-examination by 


the solicitor general developed the | 


fact that Dr. Harrold is not an ex- 
pert pathologist. The witness stat- 
ed that neither peritonitis nor dys- 
entery, as found in Shepard's case, 
can account for sloughing of the 
mucus membrane of the intestinal 
tract, or for affections of the eso- 
phagus. These conditions were-tes- 
tified to by Dr. John Funke. 

He also stated that corrosion 
could not result from alconol, 
whieh is only an irritant. 

Dr. Harrold’s Examination. 

A number of points supporting the 
defense’s theory of Shepard's death 
wifich Dr. Harrold cited during his 
direct examination in the morning 
Session he admitted would also ap- 
Ply to death by mercuric poisoning 
when cross-examined in the after- 
noon.

Shepard evinced no unusual thirst 
and Dr. Little declared that after 
mercuric poisoning the thirst is very 
great. Mercury would be found in 
any man doctored around these 
parts, declared Dr. Little, because 
calomel is the “sheet anchor” of 
physicians in this section. So, if 
the tissues were examined minutely 
enough mercury would be recover- 
ed from the intestine. ; 

The witness told of a case where 
a child died in fourteen days from 
seven grains of calomel. He said 
that there are others on record, and 
that all symptoms in such cases 
are similar to those of mercuric 
poisonings. Dr. Little stated that 
calomel will change into mercury 
salts. 

Cross-Examined. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Lit- 
tle consisted of an effort to ex- 
plain Shepard’s case of peritonitis, 
as secondary to poison, but this 
was in v&in from the standpoint of

New York, December 20.—Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Rumely, former publisher 
of The New York Evening Mail, and

Lindheim were sentenced to prison 
terms ofone year and oneday each 
in the federal court here today on 
conviction for alleged conspiring to 
withhold from the government 
knowledge of the alleged German 
Ownership of the newspaper during 
Part of the war. 

Dr. Rumely and his co-defendants, 
who are both New York attorneys, 
were found guilty by a jury on Sat- 
urday of having failed to report to 
the alien property custodian a debt 
of $1,451,700 to the imperial Ger- 
man government. The charge that 
the German government actuallv 
owned shares of the newspaper's 
stock was not proved. 

Judge William J. Grubb, of the 
United States district court, sen- 
tenced all three to the federal prison 
at Atlanta, Ga. Counss!] for the 
three defendants announced they 
would appeal to the higher coyrts. 


CLOSE CALL 


MARYLAND COURSE 
NETTED MORE THAN 
MILLION DOLLARS 


Baltimore, Md., December 20.—At 
the fall meetings of the four 1-mile 
racetracks of Maryland, $38,000,000 
passed through the Pari-Mutuel ma- 


chines during the sixty-nine days of 
racing, according to figures dis- 
closed by the state racing commis- 
sion today. The commission did not 
begin operations until after the 
spring season was over, but conserv- 
ative estimates for the entire racing 
year (one hundred and ten days), 
place the amount at $60,000,000. 

The total net earnings of the four 
tracks for the fall season, according 
to their statement to the commis- 
sion, were $1,149,862, before deduc- 
tions for new construction,, equip- 
ment and repairs were made, and 
$617,002 after the deductions. 

The commission applied the prun- 
ing knife to the deduction accounts 
heavily. It reduced the vearly sala- 
ry of James F. O’Hara, general man- 
ager of the Bowi é¢track, from $20,000 
to $10,000, and that of G. D. Bryan, 
his assistant, from $15,000 to $5,000. 
An item of $8,300 for Bowie inrec- 
tors’ fee was cut to $1,200. 

Besides a tax of $6,000 a day for 
every racing day, the state collects 
15 er cent of the net earnings for 
the race tracks.
